patient, and pulled him off 
the tracks just as the train 
reached them. It was trav­ 
eling at about 50 miles per 
hour. 


Rawlinson held the patient 
around the waist only a few 
feet from the tracks as the 
train roared past.

patient left the grounds by 
climbing over a fence at the 
west end of the hospital. Raw­ 
linson saw the patient outside 
the fence and notified the se­ 
curity officers.

The plan now before the 
state legislature for approval 
was announced Thursday by 
the Department of Correc­ 
tions (DOC) and the Depart­ 
ment of Mental Hygiene. The 
plan calls for the transfer of 
crim inally insane patients at 
Napa, Patton and Atascadero, 


to state prison medical faci­ 
lities operated by the DOC for 
security reasons. 
Too 
many 
escapes 
from 
state hospitals prompted the 
move by the state Health and 
Welfare Department govern­ 
ing both the DOC and the De­ 
partm ent of Mental Hygiene. 
The state Health and Welfare 
Departm ent believes that the 
DOC could furnish the same 
medical and psychiatric care 
as the state hospitals and of­ 
fer better security as well. 
The YTS facility was se­ 
lected as one of the prison 
medical-psychiatric sites. The 
proposed Chino medical psy­ 
chiatric unit would most like­ 


ly bring in nearly 400 mental 
patients committed 
by 
the 
court, now at 
Patton 
and 
Napa State Hospitals. 
First to criticize the an­ 
nouncement 
was 
Assembly­ 
man John P. Quimby, D-72nd 
Dist., who said “Thats the 
most horrendous thing I’ve 
ever heard of. I don’t want 
penal Institution people over 
mental patients. 
“There’s no way it can be a 
hospital and a prison at the 
same 
tim e.’’ 
Quimbly 
ad­ 
mitted that part of his criti­ 
cism stemmed from the fact 
that the move would help 
pave the wave for the closure 
of Patton State Hospital in his 
Îrogress-Bulletin 


district. 
Assemblyman John Briggs, 
R-35th Dist., said he objected 
to the plan, particularly be­ 
cause it might affect his dis- 
t r i c t 
which 
encompasses 
Chino. 
Briggs said, “ At this point 
Chino has really tried to get 
ahead. They have certainly 
accepted their fair share of 
prison facilities and 1 don’t 
think it’s fair to put a prison 
medical psychiatric unit there 
with an additional 400 poten­ 
tially dangerous wards. 
“A medical psychiatric unit 
at the YTS 
facility would 
merely add to the Chino prob­ 
lems, insofar as community 


growth 
and expansion 
are 
concerned. It should be used 
as a school for area residents 
or put to some other bénéfi­ 
c ia i use.” 
Briggs said that he was far 
more in favor of the original 
proposal made last month by 
the 
Department of Correc­ 
tions to use the YTS facility 
as a diagnostic center for the 
C a l i f o r n i a Institution for 
M e n ’ s Southern Reception 
Guidance Center. He said that 
the first plan would have alle­ 
viated the overcrowded con­ 
ditions at the RGC that have 
been partially the cause of 
prison violence.

Emergency Hospital 
Care Plan Boosted 
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Alameda Hearings Open 
Jet on Fire Before Crash 


ALAMEDA. Calif. (U PI) - 
A flaming jet dropped like “ a 
rhooting star o** a meteor” as 
it dived into an apartment 
house with “ a tremendous ex­ 
plosion,” a flier testified Fri­ 
day as the Navy opened hear­ 
ings on the crash that killed 
at least 10 persons. 
Lt. Aaron D. Longquist. 28, 
a Navy pilot who was looking 
out a window at his Alameda 
home when the A7 Corsair II 
c r a s h e d Wednesday night, 
said the jet appeared to he 
trailing sparks and was on 
tire before hitting the ground. 
Longquist was one of five 
witnesses who took the stand 
at the opening of the Navy’s 
official investigation into the 
crash, 
conducted 
by 
Rear 
Adm. H.S. Ainsworth of the 
judge advocate general's of­ 
fice. 
The hearing got underway 
after civilian authorities an­ 
nounced that the exact death 
ioil from the disaster may nev­ 


er be known, but t h a t at 
least 
10 
persons 
perished. 
Navy crews continued to sift 
through the apartment house 
wreckage where eight bodies 
have been found. 
“ I observed what 1 thought 
was a shooting star or a me­ 
teor,” said Longquist. “ It ap­ 
peared to be trailing sparks. 
There was nothing identifying 
it as an aircraft. I’m positive 
in my own mind that the air­ 
craft was on fire before im­ 
pact on the ground. I ob­ 
served a tremendous explo­ 
sion as the object hit.” 
The flier said the plane was 
dropping at a 60 to 80 degree 
angle 
in 
an 
“ uncontrolled 
flight,” indicating its pilot, 
Lt. Robert 1. Ward, 28, Le- 
moore, 
Calif., 
was 
either 
unable to control it or was in­ 
capacitated. 
Also testifying was Lt. John 
Pianetta, 29, Lemoore, who 
was flying beside Ward on a 
routine night training flight 


from Lemoore Naval Air Sta­ 
tion when Ward’s plane pas­ 
sed beneath him over Oak­ 
land and came up beside his 
Corsair “ far out and wobbly.” 
Pianetta 
said 
he 
asked 
Ward if anything was wrong 
but got no radio response. 
Then the planes went into a 
turn and Ward’s aircraft dis­ 
appeared. They were about 
eight miles from the crash 
site at 28,000 feet at the time. 
Pianetta dropped down to 
14,500 feet, looking for evi­ 
dence of a crash. He said he 
spotted “ a cloud of black 
smoke” and “ I kind of fig­ 
ured it might be my wing- 
man.” 
The final death toll fig­ 
ures—if ever known—will be 
well below original estimates. 
They said Friday that all 
but 
nine 
residents of 
the 
Tahoe Apartments had been 
located. The pilot of the A7 
Corsair II fighter-bomber also 
died in the Wednesday night 


crash. 
Alameda Police listed the 
missing residents as Marga­ 
ret Delong; Sandra Humfre- 
ville.

to 50. 
Investigators, however, said

Rattles and Straws 
A Searching 
Inquiry

Too many cooks spoil the broth, as the old saying goes, but 
in Italy today it’s a case of too many chefs spoiling the spag­ 
hetti. 


Concerned with a nationwide epidemic of equipment break­ 
downs, inferior materials and supplies, service delays and 
irefficient bureaucracy, Mediobanca, Italy’s biggest inves’- 
ment bank, recently conducted a survey to find out what was 
rotten in the state of decay, and discovered, among other 
unsavory things, that there are 59.000 chairmen, commissio­ 
ners, presidents and board heads running governmental 
agencies — one lor every 900 men, women and children in the 
country. 


President Nixon’s recent White House cleaning would hardly 
disturb the dust in a bureaucracy like that. Clearly a question 
of too many chiefs and too few braves, To borrow a phrase 
from the spaghetti Westerns. 


Iht tcp-heavy administrative hierarchy ranges from Presi­ 
dent Giovanni Leone down to such petty officials as the presi­ 
dents oi the Insurance and Welfare Agency for Veterinarians, 
the National Agency tor Assistance to Infants in Border Re­ 
gions, and fhe Provident ind Assistance Board for Midwives. 
There are 1,000 assorted health agencies in Italy, each with — 
you guessed it — a president, or one for every 100 doctors in 
the land of minestrone and tritto misto. 


A government agency is more than il presidento and his 
secretario, of course. There’s a board. In a nation of 54 million 
per pie, more than 1 million serve on some sort of a govern­ 
ment board or commission. I guess it cuts down on il unem­ 
ployment©. 


How efticient is this elaborate bureaucracy? Five years ago 
a board was created to expedite housing construction for vic- 
•ims of a Sicilian earthuuake. The board was recently abo­ 
lished without having built a single home, but somehow having 
* used up the $344 million appropriated to it. Sounds like some 
of our own government agencies. 


If, as Mediobanca has shown, the governmental structure is 
a little top-heavy, what are they going *o do with all their 
| oificiais if they cut them loose? Italy already has more than 
; 41,000 corporate presidents in industry. Chairman of the chi- 
j ckens? Supervisor of rcallopme? Presidento di Polio alia Cac- 
riatora?

The armed forces can’t handle them, Dio knows. Italy has 
! an army of 267,000 headed by 541 generals. (The Unified States 
I has 508 generais for an army more than three times that 
large.) 


; 
The Navy? There are 1.23 admirals tor every ship in the

Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif. 
Friday was found innocent of 
drugging a former Playboy 
bunny. 
,Robin Cranston, -25, 
had 
been charged with giving a 
grape drink laced with the 
hallucinogen MDA to Joyce 
Williams, 23. Testimony indi­ 
cated the young w’oman un- 
d e r w e n t extensive hospi­ 
talization for lingering dam­ 
age to her nervous system af­ 
ter she ingested the drug last 
March 22. 
Cranston admitted he had 
handed 
a 
capsule 
to 
the 
young woman, but he said 
that he did not know that it 
was a drug, and that she 
poured it into her drink her­ 
self. 


Cranston’s 
attorney 
con­ 
tended Miss Williams was an 
aspiring actress looking for 
publicity. However, a doctor 
at the UCLA neuropsychiatric 
I n s t i t u t e , where she was 
treated, said Miss Williams 
had been distressed by public­ 
ity about the case. 


Jury Foreman Walter Olson 
said later that members of 
the panel “ just felt there was 
not enough evidence” 
and 
that the prosecution failed *o 
prove that Cranston allegedly 
knew he was giving Miss Wil­ 
liams a drug. 


The incident occurred at 
the home oi Davis Marcus, 
27, who also was indicted in 
the case hut is believed to 
have fled the country. 


Cranston 
said 
after 
'he 
court clerk read the verdict 
that he was “ elated.” He said 
the experience taught him that 
“ being the son of a prominent 
person has its drawbacks as 
well as advantages.” 


Sen. Cranston’s office is­ 
sued *he following statement 
from the senator:

Reagan took to the banquet 
circuit to recruit support for 
the program one day after it 
was formally unveiled.

pitched for it hard 
in a 
speech prepared for the 85th 
annual meeting of the Califor­ 
nia Newspaper Publishers As­ 
sociation. 
“ We can clamp a lid on 


government costs once and 
for all,” he said. “ We can 
start planning tax reductions 
every year just as we decide 
how

to budget 
for 
schools and for parks.’’ 
He said the first-in-the-na- 
tion tax limitation provision, 
which already has been as- 
saileu by Democrats in the 
legislature, was simply de­ 
signed to permit the take- 
home pay of our people to 
grow faster than the taxes de-

“ WE have reaced a unique

U.S. Bombing in Laos,

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West End Genera! Plan Study Held Urgent 


By MAE TATE 
CHINO — “High time priori 
ity” has been set by the coun­ 
ty planning commission for a 
study of the West End gener- 
a plan but no real solution is 
in sight to meet immediate 
needs for the development of 
the county area to be even­ 
tually annexed into the City 
of Chino. 
The commission Thursday 
accepted 
the 
staff 
recom- 
mendatinn which called for a 
joint city-county in-depth stu­ 
dy to detail comprehensive 
and consistent planning of the 
area surrounding Chino. But 
a solution of the conflicting 
general plans of Chino and 
the county may wait for two 
to four years. 
The county commissioners 
refused to clearly establish 
w hich plan will be used in the 
interim or to assure Chino of­ 
ficials that no action would be 
taken at a later date to fores­ 
tall or eliminate the city’s 


projections for a “balanced 
community.” 
Don Newcome, senior plan­ 
ner for the county, recapped 
the information presented at 
a joint meeting of the two 
commissions in Chino Monday 
night; outlining the six areas 
of conflict. He specified four 
of these more extensively. 
The area north of Riverside 
Drive, between Campus and 
Vineyard avenues, near the 
Pomona Freeway, is proposed 
agricultural by Chino and de­ 
signated urban by 
county. 
Newcome claimed the Chino 
proposal was not new “in that 
the county recommended this 
in a study with Ontario and 
Cucamonga.” 
He said the county “backed 
off” to allow a sewer district 
to beformed there. 
Regarding the projection of 
an industrial plot just north of 
the Chino Airport, the planner 
commented “Although a need 
may develop later ior indust­ 


rial use, it does not indicae 
such at this time . . . There 
is no urgency and no short­ 
term need is evident.” 
Another bone of contention is 
a plot deep within the Chino 
Hills that houses a defense 
p l a n t handling explosives 
which the 
county 
feels 
is 
“inappropriate.” 
Newcome also claimed the 
six-mile expansion to Schae­ 
fer Avenue to the Corona 
Freeway alignment, and back 
southerly to Central Avenue 
of the industrial area con­ 
centrated within the city lim­ 
its now was “difficult to jus­ 
tify.” 
At the conclusion of his re­ 
port, Newcome recommended 
a joint city-county study of 
the Chino and West End gen­ 
eral plans—“a complete gen­ 
eral plan review from the 
ground up; to take in invento­ 
ry, environmental study, de- 
mosraohlc 
trends, 
housing, 
circulation . . .to 
come 
up 


with a plan geared to both 
the needs of the city and the 
county.” 
Gale Carr, director of build­ 
ing, planning, and community 
development in Chino, chose 
to “zero in on a few major 
points” in his presentation to 
the commission. 
"The Chino general plan is 
designed to promote a ba­ 
lanced community . . . If tbe 
economics of the area do not 
change, there would be a suf­ 
ficient amount of industry to 
support the community with­ 
out causing an overburden of 
taxes on the residential home­ 
owner,” Carr said. 
The 
“ important 
thing 
is 
that these two land use areas 
be confined within boundaries 
in order to avoid mixed use 
which could cause social and 
economic 
hardship 
to 
the 
community as a whole.” 
Commissioner William Hun­ 
tley was the first to refer to 
the controversial zone change 


request from Paul Barnhill 
for 30 acres on the southeast 
corner of Schaefer and Ros­ 
well aveneus. After over a 
year of opposition from the 
city, Barnhill went to the 
county planning commissimn 
in October 1972 and was fav­ 
orably received. Chino, which 
has projected the area for in­ 
dustry, continues its opposi­ 
tion to the commission recom­ 
mendation for 
approval 
of 
residential use. 
“I don’t think they’re con­ 
cerned with the actual 3,250 
a c r e s of industrial land. 
They’re afraid a subdivision 
will be approved in that area 
and they’ll never be able to 
expand commercial use or in­ 
dustry in that area,” said 
Huntiey. 
Carr nodded in agreement, 
saying “If we are to allow de­ 
velopment in an orderly fash­ 
ion, we can’t have change 
from one five-year period to 
ano*her five-year period. We 


don’t want to ruin a very 
good industrial development 
because we didn’t allow for 
t h e growth 
factor . . . We 
still have the same kind of 
thing to plan for. It simply 
will be over a different period 
of time.” 
Commissioner A J. Carr de­ 
clared “Someone could apply 
for and be granted a subdivi­ 
sion and close the gate to in­ 
dustrial growth . . . How do 
we 
accommodate 
this 
di­ 
lemma? . . . Is 
there 
any 
kind of a commitment we 
can make that is practical 
and legal?” 
Ron Brandon, chairman of 
the Southwest Hills Planning 
and Environmental Associa­ 
tion located west of Highway 
71, disagreed on this point. “I 
find it frightening . . . to con­ 
ceive of an eventual devel­ 
opment of 3,300 acres . . . I 
don’t feel that large of an in­ 
dustrial 
development would 
be advantageous to the living 


standard we’re 
accustomed 
to,” he said. 
Eva Weiszbrod, who clari­ 
fied she was speaking as a 
private citizen and not 
a 
member of the Chino school 
board, voiced concern about 
the fact that her home and 
property was located in an 
area in conflict with the gen­ 
eral plan of Chino and about 
the traffic circulation factor 
for Don Antonio Lugo High 
School students with indust­ 
rial expansion west of Pipe­ 
line Avenue. 
Carr reolied; 
“The school district should 
certainly be considered in the 
development 
of 
this 
total 
area . . . If the area projected 
for industry is allowed to go 
residential I’m sure you’re 
aware that the money from 
residential is such that it will 
not pay for a student to go 
through school.” 
Jack Greening, representing 
50 acres of the Chino Indust­ 


rial Park, stated “Supply and 
demand would indicate we do 
have an oversupply of indust­ 
rial land. A buyer offered too 
many options becomes con­ 
fused . . .1 think the concept 
of a vast industrial area far 
exceeds what we can visual­ 
ize in 20 years.” 
W a l t e r Nichols of 2499 
Mountain Lane in Upland who 
owns 20 acres on the south­ 
east corner of Euclid Avenue 
and the Pomona Freeway, 
claimed 
Carr 
was 
“over- 
zealous.” He claimed Chino 
had “enough industrial land 
to last them 50 years . . Just 
because the city has been 
blessed with a handsome man 
doesn’t mean it’ll receive the 
kiss of industry.” 
The decision on the Barnhill 
controversy, which 
spurred 
the city’s request for a study 
of the West End general plan, 
will probably come in the af­ 
ternoon session of the Board 
of Supervisors Tuesday. 


L.Y. Goes to Court 
To Banish Bingo Games 


LA VERNE — The police 
department here has begun 
court action which, if success­ 
ful, would stop the bingo 
games of Vic Barbish and 
would close down the building 
which he is leasing. 
A civil suit, filed under the 
1913 Red Light Abatement 
Law which was revised in 
1969 
to 
include 
gambling, 
charges that the bingo games 
c o n s t i t u t e gambling and 
therefore Barbish’s operation 
at 1520 White Ave. is a “pub­ 
lic nuisance.” 


A hearing is set in Superior 
Court in Los Angeles at 9 
a.m. Feb. 26 where Barbish 
must show cause why an in­ 
junction should not be issued 
against his operation. 


Barbish contends that he is 
operating his bingo games le­ 
gally under state authority. 
But Acting Police Chief Jack 
Baker says the injunction pro­ 
ceedings are based on two 


gambling convictions in Muni­ 
cipal Court in Pomona, in 
connection 
with 
the 
bingo 
games. 
The two convictions 
are 
being appealed by Barbish. 
If the latest legal maneuver 
by the police department is 
successful, it will stop Bar­ 
bish and his associutes from 
holding 
bingo 
games 
any­ 
where in the state in the fu­ 
ture, it will order the sale of 
his equipment at a public 
auction, and it will padlock the 
entire building for a period of 
one year. 
Te Red Light Abatement 
Law defines a place which is 
used for gambling, for the 
sale of illegal drugs or prosti­ 
tution as a public nuisance. 
Baker contends that even 
t h o u g h Barbish does not 
charge admission to his bingo 
games, the fact that he ac­ 
cepts donations constitutes a 
fee, which is a required ele­ 
ment in defining gambling.

CLAREMONT - The chair­ 
man told delegates to the 40th 
annual 
Claremont 
Reading 
Conference Friday that read­ 
ing instruction in America is 
a flop. 
“Despite all the technologic­ 
al advances, responses to the 
problem of literacy in this 
c o u n t r y remain singularly 
like they were 40 long years 
ago,” said Chairman Malcolm 
P. Douglass. He is professor 
of education at Claremont 
Graduate School, sponsor of 
the conference. 
“We produce more problem 
readers per thousand popula­ 
tion than any other reasonab­ 
ly literate society,” Douglass 
said. “At the same time we 
teach reading longer, both by 
the day and by the year, than 
anyone else.” 
Nearly 1,000 delegates are 
a t t e n d i n g the conference 
which ends today. Most of 
them are educators. They are 
taking part in section meet- 
i n g s , workshops, seminars 
and general meetings on a 
variety of subjects dealing 
with 
reading 
and 
reading 
p r o b l e m s . T h irty -fo u r 
speakers and section leaders 
are helping conduct the con­ 
ference. 
Douglass' opening address 
was on the conference theme,

RIVERSIDE — Sections of Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties have been released from exotic Newcastle disease 
quarantine, while a 31-square-mile section south of the City of 
Riverside has been requarantined, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture Task Force said Friday. 
In that area, the disease has been diagnosed in two commer­ 
cial poultry flocks. 
Areas released include portions of San Bernardino County 
surrounding communities of Upland, Alta Loma, Cucamonga, 
Etiwanda, Fontana, Bloomington and Rialto, and 72 square 
miies around Bannine in Riverside County. 
Newcastle disease first was diagnosed in the Fontana area 
in November of 1971. No disease has been reported in that 
area since last summer. 
The Southern California area under quarantine has been re­ 
duced from 1,450 to 690 square miles, according to officials of 
USDA’s Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service. Of this 
total, 260 square miles are in Riverside County, 270 in San 
Bernardino County and 160 in Ventura County. 
Officials said a continuous surveillance program is under 
way in all eight Southern California counties which originally 
were quarantined to make certain that no exotic Newcastle 
disease virus remains.

Program Geared To 
Aid Returning POWs

For two years after Califor­ 
nia’s prisoners of war return 
home, they will have at their 
beckoning the assistance of a 
long and carefully planned 
program 
designed 
to 
help 
them readjust to freedom. 
Available will be military 
and civilian counseling, help in 
obtaining job training, em­ 
ployment leads and money to 
loliow them up, and priority in 
the government bureaucracy. 
Additional proposals are be­ 
fore the legislature to gua­ 
rantee jobs for POWs and to 
exempt from state 
income 
taxes their prison-time ac­ 
cumulated wages. 
At the center of the effort is 
a joint federal-state, military- 
c i v i l i a n venture dubbed 
“ Operation Homecoming.” 
“ We’ve been given a lot of 
keys. If they work the way 
they’re supposed to, they will 
open so damn many doors for 
these vets,” said California 
director Herbert C. Lorenzen, 
a state employe heading the 
federally-funded program. 
Quoting 
from 
a 
manual 
those full contents have not 
ieen made public, Lorenzen 
jiied benefits and aids to re­ 
turning POWs that included 
up to $500 for travel in search 
ot a job and up to $1,020 ior 
moving once one is found. 
The project relies heavily 
on 14 special counselors and 
their ability to meet the un­ 
known needs of the state’s 92 
leturning prisoners. 
Recent lists show nearly 600 
Americans classified as priso­ 
ners and about 1,300 as mis­ 
sing.

portunities for men about to 
retire. 
In addition, Lorenzen prom­ 
ises the project can suply a 
“ keep it moving” priority to 
aid 
former 
prisoners 
and 
their families in dealing with 
federal,

agencies. 
He said “ Operation Home- 
coming” can help a POW get 
into college or any type of 
vocational school, help refer 
him to a job or on-the-job 
training and expedite home or 
business loans. 
“ Wfc can give a quick call 
to the Veterans Adminitsration 
and cut the time it takes to 
begin 
receiving 
educational 
benefits from six weeks to 
two weeks,” he said. 
In the legislature, Sen. W. 
Craig Biddle, R-riverside, has 
introduced 
a 
measure 
to 
e x e m p t prisoners’ earning 
while in captivity from state 
income tax. 
Assemblyman Richard Ala- 
torre, D-Los Angeles, has in­ 
troduced a resolution declar­ 
ing it is the state’s intention 
that all POWs receive jobs 
when they return.

“ Operation 
Homecoming” is two years, 
with a provision allowing its 
work to continue an extra two 
years. 
Lorenzen said a returning 
prisoner may seek assistance 
under the program any time 
within the initial two years. 
After that, his case will be 
handled until “ closed” and 
then spot checked for two 
more years. 
A closed case, the director 
said, is when a man success­ 
fully completes two terms of 
schooling, is on a job for six 
or seven months, or when he 
regresses and requires further 
hospitalization.

“ This is an area of great 
concern in which there is a 
conspicuous lack of agree­ 
ment both in official and in 
a c a d e m i c quarters.” said 
Randall Hinshaw, professor of 
economics at CGS and organ­ 
izer of the event. “There is 
no consensus on the future 
role of gold, on the future 
role of the dollar as inter­ 
national currency, on the fu­ 
ture role of special draawing 
rights — ‘paper gold,’ or on a 
host of other m atters.

Russian Ship Docks 
N.Y. 
Part-time Navy chaplain 
now a full-time minister

A navigator able to chart 
more than one course is Dr. 
James Angell. 


He is the minister of the 
C l a r e m o n t 
Presbyterian 
Church, president of the Po­ 
rn o n a 
Valley 
Council o f 
Churches and a prize-winning 
author. 


It was while he was a na­ 
vigator and radar officer on a 
destroyer in World War II that 
he began to think seriously 
about becoming a minister. 


“I was on a ship that had a 
crew of about 300 men but no 
chaplain,” he recalls. 


“ Because I have a great 
fondness for words, I became 
involved in putting out the 


ship’s newspaper.” 
Writing about “what was 
going on and the meaning of 
our experience,” he became 
an unofficial chaplain. 
After a battle with German 
submarines, 
the 
capatian 
asked him to help plan a 
service for a mass burial of 
half a dozen Americans and 
about 20 Germans. 
Experiences of that kind 
and writing in his diary in­ 
fluenced him toward the min­ 
istry. 


Professor Noted 


The teaching of Dr. Howard 
Legg, one of his college pro­ 
fessors who by coincidence 
now lives in Claremont Ma­ 
nor, did a lot, he says, “to 
plant within me a questing 
spirit and a yearning for a 
credible faith I wanted to talk 
with other people about.” 
At the close of his Navy 
service, married and the fath­ 
er of one child, “I really 
thought it was too late to be 
shifting into the ministry.” 
But he filled in at small 
churches on weekends during 
his last two years of law 
school at the University of 
Iowa. 
“ By the time I had my law 
degree, I was sure that what 
1 would have to do was to en­ 
ter the ministry although I 
felt then and still feel law is 
an important human ministry 
to people and has its own in­ 
tegrity.” 
While he attended McCorm­ 
ick Seminary in Chicago, Dr. 
Angell and his family lived on 
$110 from the G.I. Bill and 
$75 a month he received from 
weekend work in a church. 
Dr. Angell, who had been 
brought up in a Presbyterian 
home, served that denomina­ 
tion 12 years in Lexington, 
Ky. 
His growing up years had 
been in small towns. Lexing­ 
ton was a small city. 
Moving to West Los Ameles 
eight years ago “was sort of 
a cultural shock.” The West­ 
wood 
Presbyterian 
Church 
where he was pastor was on 
Wilshire Boulevard. 
“Traffic streamed by day 
and night but most of the 
people were on the way to the 
desert or the beach.” 
Tr>ing to relate the church 
and 
Christian 
faith 
to the 
“new urban man,” he worked 
the struggle into his sermons. 
A 
member 
of 
the 
con- 
gregation, 
Helen 
Douglas, | 
took copies of his sermons to . 
a creative writing class. The ! 
teacher suggested he enter a 
centennial inspirational litera­ 
ture 
contest 
held 
by 
the 
Fleming H. Revell, Co., publi- ; 
shers. 


$10,000 Prize 


The result 
was 
a 
book, 
“Put Your Arms Around the 
City,” and a $10,000 prize. 
News of the award came 


about the time the clerygman 
and his family came to Clare­ 
mont in 1969, so the Presbyte­ 
rians' new Angell arrived in a 
blze of glory. 
Revell also published Dr. 
Angell’s “When God Made 
You, He Knew What He Was 
Doing,” based on the convic­ 
tion that one of the functions 
of Christian vocation is to 
help other people see that 
their lives matter. 


The minister wrote a book 
called “Dare to Hope” for the 
U n i t e d Methodist Church. 
Harper’s is looking at a vol­ 
ume of his poetry. It includes 
a 
seven-liner 
called 
“The 
Pink Ssows of Claremont.” 
On 
Easter 
morning 
last 
year, Dr. Angell’s 21-year-old 
daughter, Susan, was killed in 
an automobile accident. 


Letters pouring in contained 
messages of faith and love 
which helped the family ad­ 
just to the tragedy. 
Dr. Angell wove them to­ 
gether into a book, “O Su­ 
san,” to be published in May 
by the Warner Press. The 
book was recognized by the 
publishers with a $2,500 prize 
as the best manuscript out of 
411 submitted during the War­ 
ner Press 1972 national book 
contest. 
“I’m sure I wrote largely 
as a personal therapy,” said 
Dr. Angell. “Somehow I found 
relief in writing about it and I 
also felt that when you have 
been that route yourself, you 
may be able to help others.”

Nixon proposal to 
hit Medicare patients 


One of 1973’s less likely prospects is enactment of 
President Nixon’s budget-time proposal to saddle 
Medicare beneficiaries with a larger share of me­ 
dical costs. The added burden might come to a bil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
Social Security-Medicare is one realm where Con­ 
gress has a successful record of bucking the White 
House. It has rammed big benefit increases down 
the President’s throat, and has previously rejected 
cost-sharing propositions like the one now at issue. 
In the administration’s special budget analysis on 
Medicare, it asserts confidently that “cost-sharing 
provisions are being reformed to reduce financial 
burdens of lengthy hospitalization while providing 
stronger incentives against inappropriate or uneco­ 
nomic use of services.” 
Translated, that means the White House thinks too 
many elderly folk eligible for Medicare’s hospital 
insurance seek hopsital care, either on their own 
initiative or upon encouragement by doctors. 
If the beneficiaries have to pay more in the early 
stages, it is argued, they’ll be “more aware” of the 
financial load and more likely to seek other means 
of treatment. 
But key men on Capitol Hill believe assistance 
under Medicare already has severe limits. They . 
view any move to stiffen them further as possibly 
destructive of the law’s purpose. 
Under present, law, anyone 65 or over and other­ 
wise eligible for Social Security benefits automati­ 
cally is entitled to Medicare’s hospital insurance. 
Those eligible have to pay the first $72 of charges, 
but then Medicare picks up the tab for most serv­ 
ices through the first 60 days of their hospital stay. 
For 30 days after that, expenses. Normally, the ‘‘bene­ 
fit period” for a single spell Of illness ends with that 
90 days. 
But the law also gives beneficiaries a “lifetime 
reserve” of 60 extra hospital days to draw upon. If 
an eligible person stays on beyond the 90-day pe­ 
riod, he must pay $36 a day for each day used up. 
And, once the lifetme reserve is “spent,” the 
beneficiary can never call upon it again. In other 
words, if he returns to the hospital in a later spell 
of illness, Medicare benefits will end after 90 days. 
Under Mr. Nixon’s proposal, the beneficiary would 
begin by paying not a flat $72 but whatever a given 
qualified hospital chose to charge for the first day’s 
room and board. It might be less, in the case of- 
some municipal hospitals, but it is more likely to be 
more. The present $72 is Medicare’s determination 
of “national average cost.” 
Furthermore, the President would have the 
beneficiary thereafter pay 10 per cent of all hospital 
charges, including room and board, for the first 60 
days. As indicated, Medicare’s insurance today co­ 
vers most of those charges. 
Some specialists ‘n this field believe that this pro­ 
vision would encourage hospitals to load short-stay 
beneficiaries with charges for drugs, tests, radiolo­ 
gical services, supplies, nursing and medical social 
services.

Mr. Nixon would also hit the beneficiary harder 
on Medicare’s “medical Insurance,” covering doctor 
bills and other expenses. He would boost the initial 
deductible (cost borne by the beneficiary from $60 
to $85, and require him to pay 25 per cent of sub­ 
sequent charges instead of the present 20 per cent. 
It is a proposition with little appeal for a Congress 
that in 1972 adopted some 95 amendments directly 
aimed at getting hospital and doctor bill expense 
under some reasonable control. Charges haw? 
enormously since Medicare took effect in mid-196o. 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 
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It started in the Garden of 
Eden. 
When the Lord asked Adam 
why he ate the forbidden 
fruit, Adam replied:

When Moses came down 
from Mount Sinai and found 
his brother Aaron had yielded 
to popular clamor and pro­ 
vided the Israelites with a 
golden calf to worship as an 
idol, Aaron had a glib expla­ 
nation for his apostasy: 
“Do not be angry, sir,” he 
told Moses. “The people were 
d e e p l y troubled...and they 
said to me, ‘Make us gods.' 
So they gave me their gold. I 
threw it in the fire, and out 
came this calf.” 
Pontius Pilate couldn’t find 
a legitimate reason to sen­ 
tence Jesus to death. But the 
mob was shouting for an exe­ 
cution. So Pilate, weakly as­ 
senting to the demand, “took 
water and washed his hands 
In full view of the people, 
’ saying ‘My hands are clean of 
this man’s blood’.” 
It still goes on, in our own 
time. 
At the My Lai trials, each 
defendant has stoutly insisted 
It wasn’t his idea to murder 
unarmed women and chil 
dren: he was just obeying or­ 
ders from somebody else. 
In recent years, the ancient 
human tendency to shift the 
blame to someone else has 
undergone « significant re­ 


finement. Now we are reluc­ 
tant to hold any individual 
personally 
responsible 
for 
crimes such as murder, rape 
and drug-pushing. 
Morally, 
we say, the guilt really lies 
with society as a whole. We 
are collectively to blame for 
allowing the existence of rac­ 
ism or poverty or other social 
conditions which breed cri­ 
minal conduct. 
There is some truth in this. 
We should never forget in our 
horrified 
reaction 
to 
any 
crime that something we, the 
people, helped to do, or left 
undone, may have been a fac­ 
tor in creating the rage, frust­ 
ration or despair which issued 
in violence. 
But it is dangerously easy 
to go too far in this direction, 
so we wind up making collec­ 
tive guilt a scapegoat for per­ 
sonal guilt. 
Many people suffer the in­ 
dignity and injustice of racial 
discrimination. Only a few be­ 
come murderers and muggers 
because of It. Many young 
men have been sent to Viet­ 
nam to fight a war they found 
futile. Only a few worked off 
their frustration by gunning 
down helpless women and 
children. 
Sure, the serpent tempted 
Eve. But it was Eve herself 
who let curiosity take prece­ 
dence over obeying the Lord. 
And nobody twisted Adam’s 
arm. He Just let a woman 
talk him into doing a foolish 
thing — as men have been 
doing ever since. 
No matter what the exte- 
n u a 11 n g 
circumstances 
maybe, each of us is morally 
responsible for his own con­ 
duct. To deny that, or even to 
fuzz it over with glib gener­ 
alities 
about 
parental 
in­ 
fluence or social environment, 
is to make ourselves less than 
human. 


WASHINGTON - For the 
homeless victims, the Nicara­ 
guan earthquake was a ter­ 
rible catastrophe. 
But for 
U . S . 
Ambassador 
Turner 
Shelton and his wife, Lesly, it 
was a terrible inconvenience. 
Not only did U.S. rescue 
workers swarm down upon 
them, but some tried to «iter 
the ambassador's massive of­ 
ficial 
residence. 
The 
am­ 
bassador and his lady would 
have none of this. 
All U.S. employes assigned 
to the relief effort had to stay 
in tents pitched outside and 
were not permitted even to 
use the downstairs bathrooms 
in the residence. Only after 
bigwigs from Washington ar­ 
rived on the scene was this 
rule relaxed. 
One rescue worker told us 
Mrs. Shelton’s greatest con­ 
cern after the earthquake was 
the trauma it caused her 
beautiful Persian cats. She 
called the presidential palace, 
said this source, to request a 
veterinarian to administer to 
her pets. 
Other rescue workers re­ 
membered the cats but had 
no knowledge of the appeal 
for a veterinarian. But they 
had a clear recollection of 
M r s . Shelton’s annoyance 
over the rescue operations. 
Imperial Privacy 
When one official went Into 
the library of the residence to 
place a phone call to the 
State Department, he found 
Mrs. Shelton outraged that 
her Imperial privacy

being violated. “I would like 
to sit in my own house and 
talk to someone without being 
Interrupted,” she huffed.

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Reviewer calls biography 
on Roosevelt 'masterpiece'

The 
Beckoning 
of 
Destiny, 1882-1928. A History, 
by Kenneth S. Davis, G.P. 
Putnam’s Sons, $15. 
Thomas 
Wolfe 
once 
said 
that the American soul fairly 
t r e m b l e s with paradoxes. 
Kenneth Davis has written an 
engrossing 936-page biography 
which is exciting, almost like 
reading 
a 
narrative 
diary, 
which describes some of these 
| paradoxes. 


(Nicholas C. Polos is asso­ 
ciate professor of history in 
the graduate division of La 
Verne College.) 


His well-written biography 
is more than a biography — 
it is also a sweeping history 
of the United States from the 
period of the late 19th century 
up to 1928. 
What Davis has undertaken 
hero is a Sisyphen task of 
careful and critical research 
of Franklin 
Delano 
Roose­ 
velt's life from the day of his 
birth (Jan. 30. 1882) until his 
political career flowered into 
the 
go\ i norship 
of 
New 
York. 
This is 
not 
an 
ordinary 
book. Divided into four books, 
s u p p o r t e d by extensive 
r e s e a r c h 
from 
primary 
sources 
(notably 
from 
the 
Roosevelt Library, at 
Hyde 
Park, New York), and embel­ 
lished with a formidable bib­ 
liography, and an index in 
depth, 
the author has 
set 
Roosevelt against his historic­ 
al background of almcst half 
a century in a Herculean ef- 
for to show how the man and 
his career were influenced by 
the world in which he lived. 
There is no bias here due to 
omission, and very few sins 
of commission. One catches 
in the author’s florid and fluid 
style what Charles Dickens 
c a l l e d In his “ American 
Notes’’ the “ strife of politics 
so fierce and brutal." 
The reader also is capti­ 
vated by the constant explo­ 
sion of popular delusions and 
myths which once surrounded

Davis draws his characters 
with realistic paint in bright 
hues and is not afraid to se­ 
mantically interprete envv as 
"pieces of hate!” 
His sections cn Sara Roose­ 
velt’s hardened 
social 
atti­ 
tudes, F.D.R’s refusal or de­ 
nial for admission to the Por- 
cellian at Harvard by the so- 
called “ gilded youths," and 
his descriptions of 
Eleanor 
Roosevelt’s early antics all 
reveal that Davis understood 
t h e 
subtle 
intricacies 
of 
Roosevelt’s early life. 
In addition this book has 
much value for future resear­ 
chers. The author critically 
examines some of the dar­ 
kened corners of Roo-evelt’s 
life (Ifcjok 3, "Desk Warefare 
and a Secret Passion") such 
as the place of Lucy Mercer 
in the Rooseveltian world and 
scheme of things, and 
the 
true meaning of the "Dar­ 
kness on Campcbello."

paper. m easuring only 6Vj by 
9Vj inches in size. But it con­ 
tained about 36 pages. 
Today the paper is a four- 
to-eight-page tabloid. 
It was not until after Mrs. 
Woodruff graduated from col­ 
lege and cam e back to Po­ 
mona High to teach that a 
regular journalism class was 
added to the school curriculum. 
The monthly magazine was 
converted into a weekly pa­ 
per; and a printing course 
was taught In which students 
printed the paper themselves. 
Beth’s 
grandfather, 
E arl 
Frendendall, was sports editor 
of the paper in 1906. Another 
great-aunt, 
Mary 
(Freden­ 
dall) Siebold, worked on the 
Chronicale 
in 
1910, 
as did 
Beth’9 mother, M arcia (Fre­ 


dendall) Warren, In 1941 and 
h e r s is te r -in -la w , Laurie 
(Page) W arren, In 1968. 


Beth credits her rich family 
tradition in high school jour* 
n a 1 i s m with helping her 
recently to win an essay con­ 
test, sponsored by Cal States 
L o s A n g e l e s .

Just as our air and our wa­ 
ter are threatened, so are 
energy supplies. Demand for 
oil, natural gas, electricity is 
growing 
much 
faster 
than 
new supplies art being found. 
And the industry is mount­ 
ing a campaign to enlist the1 
aid of consumers in extending 
the 
usefulness 
of 
various 
energy resource». 
The 
American 
Petroleum 
Institute, the Americ an Gas 
Association and the Gas Ap­ 
pliance Manufacturers have 
joined in publishing a bro­ 
chure ot fuel-saving lips — A 
Consumer’s Guide to Efficient 
Energy Use in th Home. 
The honv ow ner who heeds

YEARLY:

For example in 1967, In 
predominantly black Washing­ 
ton D.C., a city operating 
solely under Federal court 
guidelines, there were 56,598 
r e p o r t e d “ index” crimes 
(F.B.I. classification), 9,181 
arrests, 940 convictions, and 
2,283 cases pending at the end 
of the year. In 1968 things be­ 
came even worse, there were 
65,982 “index” crimes, 14,125 
arrests, only 255 adults con­ 
victed, while the year’s end 
found a whopping 8,248 cases 
still pending. 
is there a relation betwen 
the Court’s “revolution” and 
these procedural delays? Gra­ 
ham quotes several respon­ 
sible judicial administrators 
who aregue that there is. 
While Graham offers no 
suggestions 
which 
might 
make the courts more work­ 
able, he does indicate which 
of the Supreme Court’s rul­ 
ings or principles tend to re­ 
tard the judicial process. 
For instance, the Court’s 
“exclusionary rule” dictates 
that any time a state or local 
law-enforcement official viol­ 
ates any of the key provisions 
of the Bill of Rights the evi­ 
dence obtained may not be 
used to prosecute. Therefore 
any conviction gained with 
tainted evidence, no matter 
how slight the taint or insig­ 
nificant the evidence, can be 
overturned on appeal. 
“The result,” according to 
Graham, “is a pervasive sys­ 
tem of calculated non-use of 
evidence that astounds the 
laywers of other countries. 
Among the major nations, 
England’s ‘Judges’ Rules gov­
